disc harrow, for the best individual 
farmer's exhibit of sheaf grain. 

This prize is donated by the Emer- 
son-Braiitingliam company, of Rock¬ 
ford, III., and will be delivered free to 
tho winner from the neat est agency of 
Tndhope. Anderson A Co. 

It is particularly appropriate that 
such an implement should be offered 
at a dry-farming exposition, as the 
disc harrow is one of the most effect¬ 
ive tools In use by the farmers of the 
dry countries. Being an excellent 
su.b-su'f v '3 .pucker, it uot- ooly pre¬ 
pares a better seed lied, but conserves 
moisture, the bank account of the dry- 
farmer. The machine is a’ new one. 
and tiie only engiue disc harrow made 
although thf mail uf act liters of it have 
oetfn making engine implements since 
1 the early days of the sleani\n)thv. In 
the past the power farmer has mad to 
l;e content with pulling the common 
horse disc harrows behind his engine, 
but these are rather light for effective 
work behind a tractor. Tho total 
weight of the machine is 1,700 pounds j 
so it will slaiii all the work given it. ; 

There will be demonstrations of 8 
of thtse harrows drawn by a Big 1 * 
tractor at the Exposition here all next i 
week.

Did it ever occur to yc u that Alber¬ 
ta was adapted to anything besides 
wheat growing?. Did it ever occur to 
you that vegetables, if properly and 
largely cultivated, would add another 
'grgatitetn to Alberta's great resour¬ 
ces ? Following facts will illustrate 
what intensive fanning, ‘ even on a 
small scale, will do: C. D. Tuttle, four 
miles south-west af Vulcan,-an ardent 
advocate of intensive farming, grew 
this year oh less than one-eighth acre, 
approximately three tons of cabbage.. 
In the aggregate the cabbage averag¬ 
ed from 8 to 10 pounds each, though 
the range in weight \atied from .7 to 
17 pounds each. He realized an av¬ 
erage of price of 3 cents per pound. 
Thus one ucre's yield would,' at that 
rate, amount to $1,440.

Good Posts in the Civil Service 

With the view' of supplying the 
Civil Service of the Straits Settlement 
aijd Federated Malay States, cadet¬ 
ships have heen established, the hold¬ 
ers of which are 'required to devote 
rhemselves for a certain time after 
'heir arrival In the Fast t-o learning 
a native language The Cadets, who 
must be natural-born British subjects, 
^re selected by open competitive ex¬ 
amination held by the Civil Service 
Commissioners, to whom airinqulries 
o'd the subject should be addressejl. 

The examination for these appoint¬ 
ments Is, as a rule, held In the 
month of August In those years In 
which vacancies occur simultaneously 
with' the examination for the Civil 
Service of India. Candidates must 
he between the ages of twenty-two 
and twenty-four on the first day of 
August In the year In which the ex-

An Income From Mushrooms 

In many countries the mushroom Is 
a decidedly valuable product. We us¬ 
ually think of raising them In cellars 
or other dark places, and can hardly 
picture them as growing in any other 
spot; yet the Japanese method Is as 
peculiar as It Is Interesting, for with 
one species, known as Chlltake, exper¬ 
iments have been made of growing 
them In trees. 

The trees used are oak from twenty- j 
five to thirty years of age. They 
are-cut down In the autumn, and at 
intervals of 6ln. or 6in. gashes are 
made with an axe all np and down the 
trunk The trees are then hauled to 
little freouenfed parts of the forest 
and left there. 

At the end of three years mush- 
rooma-apoear In the Incisions, and 
furnish a cron which lasts .the year 
round, those of the autumn being the 
most valuable. , • 

Thia method of ralalng mnshrooma 
Is probably the least troublesome In 
Ihe entire world. What a vast dlffer- 
cirence between this way of doing the 
work and the method used In under¬ 
ground Paris and elsewhere, where 
the people who attend to the culti¬ 
vation of-the mushrooms live In a lit¬ 
tle world of their own and seldom see 
daylight from week’s end to another.

Declare That Weather Conditions.

Ottawa.--The railway board delved 
Into another mas. of facts and figures 
aubmit.ed by th„ C.P.R. In connect¬ 
ion w*tb Its defence of It's western 
freight tanffs l v the western rates 
case. The C.P.R. did not close its 
case but towards the end of the sit¬ 
ting witnesses for the company gave 
plzce tv. Mr. D. B Hanna, vice-pres¬ 
ident of tae C N.R. system, win) was 
being examined by F.. H. Phlppen, 
when ihe board rose. Mr. Hanna 
agreed wi't Vice-President Bosworth, 
of the C.P.R., that water Competition 
controls the ra'e situation In the east. 
He said thgt if It was not for this 
competition eastern rates would be in* 
creased. He declared that In many 
ways the cost of operation is higher 
In the west. no.able on account of 
'he WkAtherXconditions, the higher 
range of wages and the greater coat 
of fuel. '• 

W. B. Lanigar freight traffic man¬ 
ager In the west, was the star witness 
for the C.P.R. He maintained that 
the western rater were reasonable and 
that the through rate on grain to Fort 
William Is ths lowest in the world. 

Mr. Lanigan was cross-examined at 
length by W. A. Macdonald, in regard 
to the possibility of an export wheat 
trgde. being developed via Vancouver. 
He said that while the C.P.R. was 
anxious to see this done, the present 
fclgh rates for ocean carriage and In¬ 
surance make it practically impossi¬ 
ble. No reference Was made to the 
conditions which will US created by 
the completion of the Panama Canal. 
The general cross-examination of the 
C.P.R. witnesses by counsel for the 
federal anJ provincial governments 
and the Winnipeg Board of Trade has 
been deferred until they have an op¬ 
portunity to study the rate compar¬ 
isons submitted by the company. 

Mr. Mclnnes agreed with Vice-Pre¬ 
sident Boa'-orth that ft was not fair 
to compare British Columbia division 
with Lake Superior division. Proper 

* asls of rate making, he said, would 
be upon traffic tba. originates, or Is 
consumed In each railway division. 

Mr. Mclnnes agreed that ocean 
freight at Vancouver, Montreal and St. 
John would be credited to these 
oointa. but not freight such an grain 
carried over each divisions for further¬ 
ance eastward. He stated that the 
C.P.R. had claimed exemption from 
Jurisdiction of the railwav board, e-d 
for some reason none of the traffic 
In uwr"eastward from Vancouver had 
been aporoved by the board In accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of the rail¬ 
way act.

Podgritza is the headquarters of the 
Montenegrin forces and amid the en- 
huslastic cheering of the people.

'Ihe Montenegrin guns had been placed 
the night before, and strong detach¬ 
ments were held in reserve should 
the Turkish forces prove larger than 
tne ieports of the scouts indicated. 

' Punc.i.aiiy at eight o'clock the first 
shot was directed at the Turkish posi¬ 
tion on the hills opposite by Prince 
Peter, who is a captain of artillery. 

At the booming of the gun, the band 
In the Montenegrin headquarters 
struck up the royal hymn. 

That the Montenegrin fire was ef- 
lective waB proved by the quick re¬ 
tirement of the Turks. After they 
evacuated 'h 4 * mountain, a general ad¬ 
vance of the Montenegrin infantry 
wan ordered. Covered by a concen¬ 
trated artillery fire, the infantry moved 
towards the strongly fortified Turk¬ 
ish positions in Detchitch Mountain, 
which commands the road to Scutiri.

Thy saving health 
among all nations" and meantime 
contrasting tba -"little laith 4 or "no 
faith” ot those ot lesser privilege. 

The story of the woman of Tyrd and 
bidon follows In the regular order ot 
events, while that of the Roman cen¬ 
turion takes us back to a time just 
after the choosing of the twelve apos¬ 
tles- Both events are Recorded by 
Matthew; the centu/ion also in Luka 
vll and the gentile woman in Mark 
u the lesson of today. .

A German luvestlgittor Inters a new 
theory relating to tits drying of the 
earth ou tbs fact that one fprm of de¬ 
composition produces oxygen, wbll* 
the other form does not Part of the 
water vapor emitted by the aeaa la de¬ 
composed by the ultra violet rays of 
the aun. The hydrogen formed rises 
toward the high atmoepherlc strata, 
and all the water does not return to 
the surface. Therefore the quantity 
of water od the face of the globe la al¬ 
ways diminishing, and the earth la In¬ 
cessantly. If gradually, drylug. 

To cite one example: On the north 
Hide of the Alps occur a continual 
falling off In the depth of the lakes 
and a gradual formation qf swamps. 
Two huudred and afty yet re ago there 
were 149 lakes in the canton of Zu¬ 
rich. Today there are seventy-atx. 
The destruction of .the forests and the 
cultivation of the land partially ex-' 
plain this, but the loss of hydrogen la 
an Important factor.

Children Sold Into Slavery 

Did you know that the selling of 
children Into actual slavery still exists 
as a recognized Institution In a clvtl- 
ixed community? I * 

The slavery referred to is a practice 
at Friedrichrhsfen, on the Lake of 
Constancy, where there is an annual 
market for children. They are sold 
outright by their parents to peasant 
farmers frem Wurtemberg, Baden, and 
Bavaria, for a season's work on the 
larms. Here are seen boys and 
girls from eleven years of age to six¬ 
teen—children, for the most part, of 
Tyrolese woodsmen who are driven 
.by sheer destitution to send their off¬ 
spring to work for the farmers and re¬ 
ceive the money for them. 

The children are gathered together 
under the care of a priest and taken 
to the market, where they are put up 
at auction and inspected by prospect- 
've purchasers like so many cattle: 
Thla year 125 boya and twenty girls 
were aold.- Owing to the demand 
the market was strong; a sturdy lad 
of sixteen, able to swing the scythe 
all day, brought as much as $70. Some 
of the older girls netted their parents 
$60, while some of the tinier went for 
$15. 

The sale is tragedy with a hlgb flav¬ 
or of the dramatic, for it is well 
known by the parents that many of 
the children will no’, come back in the 
winter, when they are supposed to 
return home They will have suc¬ 
cumbed to overwork and underfeeding 
and abusive treatment and home, sick¬ 
ness. Every -year many die off. The 
priests try l*» cohtrol the danger by a 
black list against farmers in whose 
hands slaves ha^e died, but each year 
more die.
